Court Continues 
Ban Git Railroad 
Strike Five Days 


WASHINGTON, 
June 10.—(fly- 
Federal Judge T. Alan Goldsbor- 
cuerh today continued 
his 
ban 
against a strike by three railroad 
unions. 


After a hearing In federal court, 


Goldsborough granted the govern- 
ment a temporary injunction. 
It 


replaced a restraining order which 
Mocked a strike after government 
seizure of the 
railroads. 


At the same time, Goldsborough 


gave the unions five days to file a 
written answer to the Justice De- 
partment's pleading for a perman- 
ent injunction. He said he would 
set another hearing in the case 
after the answer la filed. 


Case Still Uncertain. 


This action leaves the railroad 
case still uncertain pending the 
final hearing. 


But Goldsrborough's action today 


continues the legal bar against a 
coast-to-coast railroad strike which 
otherwise would have expired to- 
morrow night. 


The judge heard arguments to- 
day by a lawyer for the Engineers, 
Firemen, and Switchmen. In favor 
of the union motion td dismiss 
the restraining order.

AUSTIN, June 
10.—(SpU —Dr. 


Geo. W. Cox, state health officer, 
has issued a warning to parents 
that this IB the season for an 
In- 


crease In dysentery, diarrhea and 
"summer complaint." 


"The chief cause of these Intes- 
tinal diseases 
are contaminated 


milk, water or food; allowing- the 
child to get overheated or exhaust- 
ed; excessive pu^ar in the babies 
formula; and improper amount of 
food," Dr. Cox said. 
"All foods 
should be fresh and clean, and left, 
overs should be properly refriger- 
ated to prevent spoilage." 


Dr. Cox urged extreme care In 


the preparation of a feeding for- 
mula for infants. H« said it should 
be prescribed by a physician, and 
that cleanliness and refrigeration 
were absolute essentials. 
Babies 


should be fed at regular intervals 
and on a definite schedule, since 
their stomach and bowels can be 
easily upset if fed Irregularly 
or 
whenever they are fretful or rest- 
less. 


The state health officer declared 
that dysentery is transmitted 
by 


files and said every home should 
be well-screened and free of flies. 
"If dysentery or diarrhea devel- 


up, consult 
your physician 
at 
once," Dr. Cox advised. "This so 
called 'summer complaint* can be 
a very serious menace to yovr 
baby's health, If not an actuai 
threat to hia life."

Lawyer Cleared In 
Refusal To Defend 
Rape Case Suspect 


A Fort Worth lawyer who balk- 


ed at defending a confessed rapist 
was freed Wednesday of a $100 
contempt of court fine, according 
to an Associated Press report from 
Austin 
The court of criminal appeals 
ruled that the attorney, Clifford 
Mays, was not In contempt for his 
protest against defending William 
R. Ray. 
Ray was Indicted 
In 


connection with an attack on a 9- 
year old girl In Trinity Park, 
Fort Worth. 
The case has been transferred 
to the district court here on 
a 
change of venue from Tarrant 
county and is set for trial Mon- 
day. July 5, the first day of the 
July term of the Thirteenth Judi- 
cial District court. A regular pan- 
el and a special venire will prob- 
ably be summoned for the opening 
day of court. 


The defendant has been trans- 


Terrod from Tarrant county to the 
Nnvarro county Jail. 


The local district clerk's office 
has already -issued processes for 


tho summoning of numerous wit- 
nesses sought by attorneys for 
both the state and defense. The 
defendant la a former sergeant In 
the army. He has a wife 
and 
child. 


Judge Harry N. Graves In hla 
opinion for the appeals court held 
that Mays' (no relation of Judge 
A. P. Mays of Corslcana who will 
preside in the trial here) affidavit 
that he was not able conscien- 
tiously to represent Ray because 
he felt Ray irullty did not consti- 
tute refusal to serve, If the court 
had ordered him further. 


Graves said, according to the 
Associated Press, that Ray was 
not "too poor" to employ counsel 
and that the trial Judge was In 
error in appointing a lawyer to 
defend him. 
The criminal district Judge 
In 
Tarrant county finsd Mays when 
he declined to serve as a court- 
appointed defense attorney. 
The defendant has since em- 
ployed an attorney to represent 
him, and Mays and another court- 
appointed attorney were' discharg- 
ed In orders entered the same day 
the case was transferred to Corsl- 
cana, but the contempt of court 
citation and ruling 
apparently 
were not set aside since the court 
of criminal appeals received 
the 
case and handed down the ruling 
Wednesday.
